The latter fact 
receives corroboration from an ancient 
bnt carefully compiled dictionary of sin- 
gular words, where a yacht is described 
as "a pleasure craft of not more than 
100 tona for tho .king's use." 


Ths earliest mention of a yacht in this 


country was as far back as the Anglo- 
Saxon period, when King Athelstan re- 
ceived from the king of Norway a pres- 
ent of a magnificent state barge, rigged 
with purplo sails and decorated with 
wrongbt gold. 
Queen Elizabeth, we 


know, frequently used a state barge, 
and so have successive tovereigns to this 
day. 
It is curious to relate, and goes 


far to show the primitive nature of our 
early resources, that while foreigners 
were able to build yachts their example 
was not followed in this country till 
1088, when the first English yacht was 
constructed at Cowes and launched 
from that port. 


Bnt while 1588 may be fixed as the 


commencement of yacht building in 
England, it cannot IR said that during 
the nest half century iimch progress was 
made with tho newly acquired industry, 
[ndeed, had it not been for Charles H, 
it is probable that the trade would not 
have been established for some time to 
come. King Charles, however, was very 
fond of sailing, and tho Dutch East India 
company, with the view of gaining royal 
favor, presented him with a small sloop 
rigged vessel. The advent of the foreign 
built vessel evidently stimulated native 
talent, as wo find Evelyn, in his diary of 
Oct. 
1.1061, writing, "I sailed this morn-

THK PBESIDKS'J 'S MESSAGE. 


The message of th- President to the 


Fifty-third Congress treats of various 
matters in which public interest cen- 
ters. He ia of the opinion from the in- 
vestigation made by Special Envoy 
Bloant that the ConfeHtutional Govern- 
ment of Hawaii was tubverted with the 
aid of our representative to that Gov- 
ernment and intimidation caused by 
the presence of an armed force from a 
United States war vessel. The report 
of Envoy Blount le ids him to think 
that the only honorable coarse for this 
Government to pars te is to undo the 
wrong done by those representing us, 
and with a view of accomplishing this 
the present Minister at Honolulu has 
received proper instructions. Whether 
this means that Mi aster Willia has 
been instructed to use the United 
States Naval forcefe to restore the 
Monarchy or merely that he shall pro- 
claim to the Hawaii ins that they can 
settle their differen -oa in their own 
way withfirut interference on the part of 
this or any other Goc-ernment remains 
to be seen. It ia mt probable, how- 
ever, that Minister Willis has been 
directed to land marines to escort the 
Queen to the throne 
in power, as that w >uld ba an actual 
declaration ff war ou the part of the 
United States and Congress alone is 
a ithonzed by theCoastitution to make 
Buch a declaration. 


He says the repeal of the Silver Pur- 


chasing act has enl iroly changed the 
complexion of our currency, and he 
does not doubt that the change will be 
most salutary and f.ir-reaehing. He is 
opposed to alluring and temporary ex- 
pedients and advise-, the people to be 
content with nothing less than n last- 
ing and comprehend i vo plan. He does j 
not want the Brush sis' conference re- 
convened at present, but suggests that 
he be given authodt v to invite such con- 
ference when he tniaks proper. He 
evidently has not h >,ird oil the cry of 
distress which is Koing up from the 
large cities of the country or he would 
not discourage attempts to relieve that 
distress by increasing the currency by 
the coinage of silver. While he may 
not doubt that bene'its may ultimately 
result from the change in currency 
affairs, he cannot ex leutstarvingpeople 
to wait contentedly until the experi- 
ment of completely demonetizing silver 
is tried. There can be no sounder cur- 
rancy than gold and silver or paper 
based upon those metals. The experi- 
ence of ages has pr .ve<i that fact find 
the condition of no' only this country, 
but of the whole ch ilized world at the 
present time provm dull times and 
destitution is the inevitable result of 
demonetizing one of the money metals 
of the world. 


He commends tho Civil Service act 


and is convinced thai its effect has not 
only been beneficial to the public ser- 
vice, but in elevating the tone of politi- 
cal life generally. 


He discusses the tariff question al 


length and thinks the benefits of a re- 
duction of tariff charges upon the 
necessaries of life would be palpable 
and substantial. He is as earnest and 
enthusiastic in his recommendations of 
tariff reform as wheu six years ago he 
argued for free wool. It appears that 
the bill framed by the Committee on 
Ways and Means receives his approval, 
and no doubt hisinOaeuce will be used 
to secure its passago. He recommends 
no sliding scale of t-ohedules, but goes 
for tariff reform regardless of conse- 
quences to those whom it effects. 


of a few million ounces of silver 
monthly by the Government did not 
cause the general business depression., 
as it extends to Europe and Australia, 
where the single standard pro ."ails. It 
must also have learned that the coin- 
age of a few million silver dollars 
monthly did not cause the financial 
crisis, as the panic did not occur until 
the coinage' of silver was suspended.

The remedies which he recommended 
have been applied without beneficial 
result and the country |s very little if 
any better than when Congress con- 
vened last August.

Several at- 
tempts at speech making by the lead- 
ers failed in consequence of interfer- 
ence by the police, who finally suc- 
ceeded in dispersing the crowd.

Reports from the East are to the 


effect that thousands are suffering 
from hunger in all the large cities. 
In Chicago, which during the Colum- 
bian Exposition, was the liveliest city 
in the world, is now overrun with desti- 
tute people and tho authorities are 
nervous over the 
situation. 
The 


County Board appropriated f vJ.OOO for 
the purchase of food for the destitute 
and crowds of men and v o:nen, ren- 
dered ravenous and desperate by 
hunger, congregated at the office where 
the food was distributed and fought 
each other like wild beasts in their 
eagerness to get food. 


In Detroit the situation is worse, if 


possible, than it ih at Chicago. The 
Poor Commissionei s 
estimate that 


there are 12,600 families that will have 
to be supported by oharity during the 
winter, and the nu uber of idle men 
without means is 37,000. About half a 
million dollars will be required to 
keep those people from starving, not; 
more than one-fifth of which can be 
raised by the Poor Commissioners. 
Ffteen thousand dollars were expended 
in providing for the poor on Thanks- 
giving Day besides the contributions 
from the churches. 


The number of destitute is propor- 


tionally great in other large cities. 
The industries of the country are 
paralyzed; capital will run no risks 
and nothing is being done to give peo- 
ple employment Taere is abundance 
of food in the country. Wheat is lower 
in Chicago than at any previous timo, 
the New York banks are congested 
with money, there are millions of 
ounces of uncoined silver in the treas- 
ury, and we have vast undeveloped re- 
sources, yet thousands upon thousands 
are begging for bread and depending 
upon charity for support. 


There must be something radically 


wrong when these conditions prevail. 
Congress ia now in session and it is a 
part of its duty to ascertain what this 
wrong is and endeavor to right it. It

Reporter—If the people favor the free 


coinage of silver why not make a square 
fight on that issue ? 


Iowa man—That is what the people 


propose doing at the next election. The 
warehouse scheme will be abandoned as 
impracticable and the fight will be 
made on free coinage. Commodities 
are cheaper than ever before since rail- 
roads were built in the Mississippi 
valley. There is not money enough in 
the West for the requirements of trade. 
The congressional campaign next year 
will be fought for more money, not of 
silver only, but of paper as well, and 
unless I misunderstand the temper of 
the people, the party that favors an in- 
crease of the currency by coining silver 
and issuing government notes will be 
largely in the majority.

The Hawaiian, Financial and Cur- 


rency Questions. 


WASHINGTON, December 4.—President 


Cleveland, in bis message to Congress, 
commences by reviewing the relations 
of the United States with other coun- 
tries and says: "While our foreign re- 
lations have not been entirely free 
from perplexing and embarrassing sit- 
uations, nothing remains that will not 
yield to that spirit of fairness and love 
of justice, which joined with consistent 
firmness, characterizes the true Ameri- 
can foreign policy." 


Speaking of the Brazilian revolution, 


the President says the United States 
does not recognize rebels, and there- 
fore the action of Commodore Stanton 
in saluting the rebel Admiral was disa- 
\owed in a manner not to be misunder- 
stood. 
The action of the late Minister 


to Chili in harboring two revolution- 
ists is denounced, and the President 
says that under no circumstances can 
a representative of this Government 
be permitted to interrupt the adminis- 
tration of criminal justice in countries 
to which thej are accredited. 


Legislation on the Geary Act is re- 


versed, and the President says it is be- 
lieved under the recent amendment to 
the Act, Chinese laborers will avail 
themselves of the renewed privilege 
establishing their right to remain, and 
thereby the necessity of enforced de- 
portation may to a great degree be 
avoided. 


Of the Nicaragua canal he says: 


"That that canal should be accom- 
plished under distinctly American aus- 
pices is a proposition, which in my 
judgment, does not admit of question." 


Speaking of the unsatisfactory condi- 


tion of affairs in Samoa under the 
partite agreement, he says: "This in- 
cident, and events leading up to it, 
signally illustrate the impolicy of Eng- 
land's alliances with foreign powers." 


THE HAWAIIAN QUESTION. 


Of Hawaii the President says: 
'-The 


questions arising from our relations 
with Hawaii have caused serious em- 
barrassment. 
Just prior to the instal- 


lation of the present administration 
the existing Government of Hawaii 
had been overthrown and a treaty of 
annexation negotiated 
between the 


Provisional Government of the Islands 
and the United States aad submitted 
to the Senate for ratification. 
This 


treaty I withdrew for examination and 
dispatched James H. Blount to Hono- 
lulu as a special commissioner to make 
an impartial investigation of the cir- 
cumstances attending the change of 
government. 
After a thorough exami- 


nation Mr. Blount submitted to me his 
report, showing beyond all question 
;hat the Constitutional Government of 
Hawaii had been subverted with the 
active aid of our representatives to the 
Government and through intimidation 
caused by the presence of an armed 
naval force of the United States, which 
.anded for that purpose. 
Upon the 


facts developed it seemed to me that 
;he only honorable course for our Gov- 
ernment to pursue was to undo the 
wrong done by those representing us. 
With the view of accomplishing tnis 
result within the constitutional limits 
of the Executive Power, the present 
Minister at Honolulu has received ap- 
propriate instructions to this end. 
ThuB,far no information of the accom- 
plishment of definite results has been 
received from him. Additional advices 
are soon expected. 
When received 


they will promptly be sent to Congress, 
aocompaied by a special Executive 
message." 


CCBBENCT AFFAIRS 


After quoting statistics from the re- 


port of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
;he President says: "The recent ap- 
peal of the law requiring the purchase 
of silver bullion by the Government 
made an entire change in the complex- 
ion of our currency affairs. I do not 
doubt that the ultimate result of the 
action will be salutary aad far reach- 


. 
After the recent financial pertur- 


bation time is required for the re-es- 
:ablishmeut of business 
confidence. 


When, however, through this restored 
confidence, money which has been 
frightened into hoarding places is re- 
turned to trade, a survey of the situa- 
tion will probably disclose a safe path 
leading to a permanently sound cur- 
rency sufficient to meet every require- 
ment of our increasing population aad 
business. In pursuit of this object we 
should resolutely turn away from al- 
luring aa\i temporary expedients, de- 
termined to be content with nothing 
less than a lasting and comprehensive 
financial plan. In these circumstances 
I am convinced that reasonable delay 
in dealing with this subject, instead of 
being injurious, will increase the prob- 
ability of wise action." 


The President recommends farther 


postponement of the Brussels Mone- 
tary Conference, and suggests that 
general authority be given'the Presi- 
dent to invite other nations to such 
conference at any time where there ia 
a fair prospect of accomplishing an in- 
ternational agreement on the subject 
of coinage. He also recommends that

THE TBAIFF. 


Coming to the tBriff, he says: "After 


a hard struggle tariff reform is directly 
before us. After full discussion our 
countrymen have spoken in favor of 
this reform and they have confided the 
work of its accomplishment to the hands 
of those who are solemly pledged to it. 
If there is anything in the theory of 
representation in public places of the 
people and their desires, if political 
officers are really servants of the peo- 
ple, and if pol tical promises and pro- 
fessions have any binding force, our 
failure to give the relief so long awaited 
will be sheer recreancy. 
Nothing 


should intervene to distract our atten- 
tion or disturb our efforts until this re- 
form is accomplished by wise and care- 
ful legislation, while we should strictly 
adhere to the principle that only the 
necessity of revenue justifies the im- 
position of tariff duties and other 
federal taxation and that they should 
be limited by strict economy. 


We cannot close our eyes to the fact 


that conditions have grown up among 
us which in justice and fairness call for 
discriminating care in the distribution 
of such duties and taxation as the 
emergencies of our Government actual- 
ly demand. Manifestly if we are to aid 
the people directly through tariff reform 
one of its most obvious features should 
be a reduction in the present tariff 
charges upon the necessities of life. 
The benefits of such a reduction would 
be palpal le and substantial and felt by 
thousands who would be better fed and 
better clothed and better sheltered 
Not less related to our people's prop, 
perity and well being is the removal of 
restrictions upon the importation of 
raw material necessary to our manu- 
factures. The world should be open to 
our natural ingenuity and enterprise. 
This cannot be while Federal legislation 
through the imposition of a high tariff, 
forbids to American manufactures as 
cheap.materials as those used by their 
competitors. 


It is quite obvious that the eihance- 


mence of the price of cm* manufactured 
products, resulting from this policy, 
not only confines the market for these 
products within our own borders, to 
the direct disadvantage of our manu- 
factures, but also increases their cost 
to our citizens. The interests of labor 
are certainly, though indirectly, in- 
volved in this feature of our tariff sys- 
tem. The sharp competition and active 
struggle among our manufactures to 
supply the limited demand for their 
goods Soon fill the narrow market to 
which thsy are confined. Then follows 
suspension of mills and factories, the 
discharge of employes and distress in 
the homes of our working men. Even 
if the often disproved assertion could 
be made good that a lower rate of wages 
would result from free raw materials 
and low tariff duties, the intelligence of 
our workingtnen leads them quickly to 
discover that their steady employment, 
if permitted by free materials, is a most 
important factor in their relation to 
tariff legislation. 


A measure has been prepared by an 


appropriate Congress committee em- 
bodying tariff reform lines herein sug- 
gested, which will be promptly sub- 
mitted for legislation. It is the result 
of much patriotic and unselfish work 
and I believe it deals with its subject 
as consistently and thoroughly as ex-. 
isting conditions permit. I am satis- 
fled that the reduced tariff duties pro-1 
vided for in the proposed legislation j 


and ambition to the general good. 
Local interests affected by the pro- 
posed reforms are so numerous and so 
varied that if all are insisted upon the 
legislation embodying reform must is- 
evitably fail." 


MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 


The Superintendent of Immigration 


reports that during the last fiscal year 
4iO,798 immigrants arrived at our ports. 
Of these 1,OU3 were not permitted to 
land. 
The President recommends a 


more general and harmonious national 
quarantine system, at the same time 
having due regard to our rights and 
duties of local agencies.. 


Owing to the eflleiency of the Na- 


tional Guard organization 
and the 


lessening of the danger of Indian hos- 
tilities, the President suggests the re- 
organization of the army on lines of 
the present necessities of the country. 
This change contemplates no increase 
in the number or added expense. The 
repeal of the law forbidding re-enlist- 
ment of soldiers after ten years' service 
is recommended; also appropriations 
by Congress to complete work on coast 
defenses. 


The President is of the opinion that 


the system of free delivery of mails 
should be extended to smaller com- 
munities than are now designated. 
Attention is called to the value of civil 
service reform in the postal service. 


Of the navy the President says: 


" While I am distinctly in favor of pur- 
suing the policy we have inaugurated 
in building up a thorough and efficient 
navy, I cannot refrain from the sugges- 
tion that Congress should carefully 
take into account the number of un- 
finished vessels on our hands and the 
depleted condition of the Treasury in 
considering the propriety of appropria- 
tion at this time to begin new work." 


The President quotes the report of 


the Secretary of the Interior: In June 
list we had on our pension list 966,021 
names, an increase of 89,899 over the 
previous year. Speaking of the recent 
ruling of Commissioner of Pensions, 
the President says: "I am unable to 
understand why frauds in the pension 
rolls should not be exposed and cor- 
rected with thoroughness and vigor. 
Every name fraudulently put upon 
these rolls is a wicked imposition upon 
the kindly sentiment in which pensions 
huve their origin. Those who attempt 
in the line of duty to rectify these 
wrongs should not 
be accused of 


enmity or indifference to the claims of 
honest veterans." 


The scenes attendant upon the open- 


ing of the Cherokee strip received the 
Prdeident's attention, and he says: 
" These outrageous incidents cannot ba 
eatirely prevented without a change in 


e laws on the subject. I especially 


commend to the attention of Congress 
the statements contained in tho Secre- 
tary's report concerning registry. 


The President calls attention to the 


importance to farmers of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture; also to the un- 
wieldly proportions to which the collec- 
tion and distribution of new seeds has 
grown. 


Of civil service reform the President 


says in part: "The continued intelli- 
gent execution of the civil service law, 
and the increasing approval by the peo- 
ple of its operation are most gratifying. 


C am. if possible, more than ever con- 
vinced of the incalculable benefits con- 
ferred by the civil service law not only 
in its effect on elevating the tone of 
political life generally. There under- 
lies this refarm a sturdy, commonplace 
principle, not only suited to this sphere 
aut whose application our people are

—The Points Presented by Kelator. 
The case of the State ex. rel. II. H. 


Beck vs. The County Commissioners of 
Washoe County and the County Au- 
ditor was argued yesterday before the | 
Supreme Court at Carson City. Curler 
& Curler appeared as attorneys for re- 
lator. The case was argued upon the 
following points: First, that the Board 
of County Commissioners exceeded its 
jurisdiction in allowing the bill of a 
thousand dollars for the payment of 
the expenses of the Fourth of July 
celebration upou^ho first of November, 
as it was an illegal meeting; the law 
specifying that the Boards of County 
Commissioners shall meet upon the 
first Mondays of January, April, July 
and October, and that in the event that 
a special meeting in the meantime is 
called, it shall be announced by publi- 
cation one week previous thereto, and 
DO business shall be transacted at the { 
meeting other than that specified in j 
the advertised call as the object of the 
meeting.
